FORD COUPE BADLY 
BURNED SUNDAY AFT. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15.—The most pro- 
nounced decrease tn employment re- 
corded during the present season was 
\that reported by the federal head- 
quarters employment service of Can- 
ada for the week ending December 24. 

During that week it was reported by 
4,742 firms thet they had released 
17,484 persons, a contraction of nearly 
three per cent. Firms in two indus- 
| trial groupes registered additions to 
their payrolls totalling 1,232 workers, 
but dn 81 groups there were declines 
aggregating 18,716 employees. It is 
noted that during the same week in 
|1919 some 14,000 persons were re- 
leased’ from employment. 

Employers in all provinces report 
shrinkage in payrolls the decrease of 
3,139 persons in Ontarlo being espec- 
fay g@ubstantial. For the following 
week, moreover, further large de- 
| creases were anticipated in every dis- 
trict. Employment in Nova Scotia, 
| Prince Edward island, Manitoba and 
| Alberta, was etill at a higher level 
than on January 17, 1920, the base
